frig htened so 
that many were afraid to appear on 
the street-. A call was sent to Sher­ 
iff Bebouf and he and Policeman John 
Wolters went and captured Gahimer. 
He was broug ht here and placed in 
jail where he will await the action of 
the'authorities. 
It was said today 
that an insanity commission would be 
appointed to adjudg e him insane as 
it is, believed that he has lost his rea­ 
son, judg ing from his actions of late. 
Gahimer is now in jail and it is said 
that.a commission will probably pass 
on him tomorrow. 
Gahimer was intox icated y esterday 
as.he usually is and went to Manilla 
to » start a row, 
When he arrived in 
the town every body fled in front of 
him. 
lie earried a long , dang erous 
looking knife 
and 
brandished 
it 
threatening ly , all of the Sunday a f­ 
ternoon pedestrians seeking shelter, 
it will be remembered that Gahimer 
was released here just a few weeks 
ag o after 
serving a jail 
sentence. 
But now comes a belated story from 
the Shelby ville Democrat in which it 
is related how Gahimer suffered at 
the hands of whitecappers and which 
is as follows: 
Whitecapper- visited the home of 
Aug ustus Gahimer. near 
the Rush- 
Shelby county line in Rush county , 
last Wednesday nig ht and g ave him 
:t terrible beating , according to a be­ 
lated 
story 
that reached 
this city . 
Verification <>f the story was obtained 
lafc this afternoon when Ms*. Gahimer 
was reached at his home by tele­ 
phone. 
He first declined to g ive out 
any information,

questioned at leng th he admitted that 
he had been taken from his In me and 
severely beaten.

home on account of the wild actions 
of the husband. 
Reports say that when Gahimer re­ 
turned home from Rushville he ag ain 
went on a big spree and remained in 
a state of intox ication for 
several 
day s. This, so rumor say s., caused a 
spirit of indig nation to rise in the vic­ 
inity of his home, which eventually 
ended in the visit of the 
whiteeap 
party last Wednesday nig ht. 
The victim of the affair is a well 
known German fanner of a prominent 
family and is a 
man with 
many 
friends, and if the matter is plaqed 
in the hands of the authorities and 
the identity of the members of the 
p a rty is discovered it will not fare! 
well with them. 
The penalty attach­ 
ed to the crime of whifeeapping is a 
severe one. 
A sentence of not les- 
than two y ears in the State prison 
with a fine of not more than $2,000 is 
attached to each conviction.

Verdict for Gov ernment 
In Fire Trespass Suit 


In an action for fire trespass on the 
Black Hills National Forest brought 


by the United States against the Mis­ 
souri Riv er and Northwestern Rail­ 
road, the jury has awarded damages 
to the Gov ernment not only for the 
loss of merchantable timber but also 
for the destruction of unmerchant­ 
able y oung growth. 
This is regarded by Gov ernment 
officials as establishing a v ery im­ 
portant precedent.

is known at the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, it is first time that any 
court has recognized what forestors 
call the “ ex pectation v alue” of y oung 
growth as furnishing a basis for the 
award of damages. 
The difficulty li­ 
the way of such an awTard in the past 
has been that there was no way to 
prov e to 
the 
satisfaction 
of 
the 
courts the money v alue of the loss 
suffered. 
The award in the South Dakota 
case followed the presentation 
of ev i­ 
dence as to the cost of work in re­ 
foresting which the Gov ernment is 
actually doing in the Black Hills. 
The amount claimed for the y oung 
growth burned was $12 an acre, and 
the claim under this item was allowed 
in full by the jury . The total amount 


which $2,634.45 was for merchant­ 
able timber destroy ed or injured by 
the fire. 
It is recognized by foresters that 
the cost of artificial reforestation will 
not alway s furnish a fair basis for 
estimating the damage to forest re­ 
production. Where new grow th can be 
ex pected by natural 
sowing 
from 
seed-trees on the ground 
within 
a 
short time, artificial planting or sow­ 
ing is an 
unnecessarily 
ex pensiv e 
method. 
To meet such cases what 
are known as “ y ield tables*’ arc be­ 
ing prepared. 
By the use of these 
the loss can be shown in terms of the 
final crop and the time necessary to 
produce it. 
Thus, if it is known that ten thous­ 
and feet of timer per acre can be cut 
once in sev enty y ears, it is easy to 
calculate the v alue of the crop when 
it is ten y ears old 
by 
discounting 
from its v alue when mature. 
In Eu­ 
ropean countries where forestry has 
been long practiced this method is 
regularly applied in selling, condemn­ 
ing, or estimating damages on forest 
property . 
It is also used abroad in 
insurance, which would be impracti­ 
cable if there were not both an ac­ 
cepted basis for determining the loss 
suffered and a reasonably accurate 
knowledge of the hazard inv olv ed.
